The train, which consisted of a bag- 


gage car, smoker, four chair cars and 
two Pullman sleepers, was carrying 
Confederate veterans to the reunion 
at Louisville. 


Shortly after passing Golden Gate 


the engine left the track, turning 
over and burying the fireman be- 
neath the wreckage. 
The cars fol 


lowing the engine overturned, but 
the heavier sleepers maintained their 
balance and passed over the trestle.

be under the" engine. It is reported 
that seven passengers were killed, 
but this has not been verified. A 
special relief train carrying surgeons 
has gone to the wreck. The injured 
will be brought here. As the train 
started over the bridge the timbers 
sank and the engine plunged into 
the water, followed by the coaches. 


A telephone message to the Even- 


ing Post from Albion, III., says five 
persons 
are known 
to have been 


killed. The number of injured is not 
known. They are still being. taken 
from the wreck. 
Albion is eleven 


miles from Golden 'Gate. 


The engine and three chair cars 


went through the bridge and two 
sleepers were derailed, which kept 
them from going over.

Reports indicate that Dullahan 


and Donnelly, with perhaps others, 


were engaged in shaking dice when 


a quarrel ensued and Donnelly seized 
a pistol and fired, the bullet piercing 
Dullahan's righ$ breast. He sank to 
the floor and others in the neighbor- 


hood who heard the report of the pis- 
tol rushed into the saloon. 


The police department was notified 


and Dr. S. D. Sledd was called to at- 


tend the injured man, who was re- 


moved to the residence at 484 Chi- 
cago street. 
The wound is a very 


deep and dangerous-lookiii'g one, and 


physicians say that it will be im- 


poss'ble to determine the outcome 


until a more careful examination can 


did the injured man lose conscious 
ness. 
He was carried into a neigh 


boring house where the attending 
physicians made a temporary dress 
ing. 
There was very little externa 


hemorrhage. Dullahan complained o" 
difficulty in breathing, but assisted 
the physician in removing his cloth- 
ing, and made but little complain* 
of pain.

GETS CZAR'S FORMAL REPLY. 
Washington, June 13.—jEt was an- 


nounced today that the formal reply 
of tlie Russian government to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's identical' note of 
last Thursday Is in- the hands of tile 
American government, The response 
was handed to Ambassador Meyer at 
St Petersburg by Count Lamsdorff 
and transmitted by the ambassador 
to President Roosevelt. 
It can be 


said that it is in perfect consonance 
witli the oral assurance given the 
pa»eident yesterday by Count Cassini, 
the Russian ambassador here. 
It 


lad been intended by the president 
to make public the replies of both 
Russia an-d Japan to his appeal1 for 
a cessation of hostilities in the far 
east but a decision has been reached 
not to publish them at this time. 
This determination was arrived at at 
the suggestion of both belligerents 
that the publication of the responses 
at this juncture might not be desir- 
able. 
Official assurance is given, 


however, that the informal 
state- 


ments and the contents of, the replies 
are not only accurate but practically 
complete as to information' contained 
in them. 


Neither of the formal responses of 


Russia and Japan contain sugges- 
tions as to the place of meeting of the 
peace- conference or the names of the 
plenipotentiaries of the two govern- 
ments. 
They are mere acceptances 


in diplomatic form, of the proposi- 
tion of President Roosevelt. 
Follow- 


ing the important conferences of yes- 
terday and last night, there was a 
lull in the negotiations today.

131 miles away, was made in 114 1-2 
minutes, an average of 68 1-10 miles 
fin hour. When the train pulled out 
of Fort Wayne for the last lap of the 
Jong journey it was only 9 1-2 
Mainutes late, 16 1-2 minutes of the 
lost time having been s made up, 
Miles were frequently reeled off in 
from 44 to 50 seconds and an average 
epeed of a mile a minute was easily 
maintained over long stretches of 
track. President Underwood, of the 
Erie railroad, was a passenger. .He 
explained that there was no special 
eignif ance attached to his making the 
journey to Chicago on the first run 
of the new train. He said he had an 
engagement here at 9 o'clock this 
morning and he took advantage of 
the facilities offered by tte Pennsyl- 
vania to keep his appointment. ,

Wells county capital, where both the 
Fort Wayne company and the Mun- 


cie, Hartford and Fort Wayne line 
have been seeking a city franchise. 
B-eferring to tho condemnation pro- 
ceedings instituted, Mr. Barrett said: 


"We have been as yet unable to 


agree with Mr. Studebaker on a 
right-of-way through his land, and 
the suit today is the consequence. 
The building o£ the new line is an 
absolute certainty. 
We had secured 


practically all the right-of-way be- 
tween Fort Wayne and Bluffton and 
had 
completed arrangements 
to 


finance the project before we Applied 
for franchises. 
We have franchises 


at both Fort Wayne and Ossian anfl 
are under contract to build, the line, 
and it will be built, regardless of 
whether anybody else builds in the 
same territory or not. We have con- 
fidence enough irf the city council 
and the people of Bluffton to believe 
that when our tracks reach that city 
we will be given a suitable~entran.ce 
there, and that instead of placing 
obstacles in the way of an interurban 
line to Fort Wayne they will wel- 
come it."

Professor Thomson showed how safe it 


is to handle bottled lightning when a 
person possesses a thorough knowledge 
of the science of electricity In an exhibi- 
tion before the Commercial club of Bos- 
ton, 
the members of which 
were his 


guests. 
He took- the 500,000 and odd 


volts with less excitemnt than would be 
displayed by the ordinary man who takes 
a "shock" from a nlckel-In-the-alot dy- 
namic apparatus. 
In fact, 
Professor 


Thomson did not show the twitch of a Up 
or the blink of an eye. 


Experts Terror-Stricken. 


Thirty-three members of the club, con- 


nected with electric works, experts on 
their own part, watched the preparations 
for the exhibition and awaited in ghastly 
alienee the completion of the circuit that 
carried a current—properly divided—suffi- 
cient ,to cause the instantaneous death 
of 250 human beings, 
The demonstrator 


was the coolest man In the laboratory. 


Whi?n the apparatus was adjusted, cold 


perspiration stood out on the forheads

enough electrlcty to kill 250 crminials can 
enter and leave the human body without 
the least danger, provided it is controlled 
properly. 


The explanation put in 
simple 
lan- 


guage, is that it is the vibration of the 
nerves that is 
deadly In an 
electric 


shock. 
If the nerves act more quickly 


tlian the vibrations the victim dies. A 
_hair million volts vibrates so quickly that 
the current passes into the body and out 
again before the nerves have time to ba 
affected. 


Edison and Tesla are said to have per- 


formed the experiment In their labora- 
tories before a few friends, hut Profes- 
sor Thomson is the first to malto a Bemt- 
public exhibition of the kind.

He v/as living > at, 
that time with a family a few miles 
east of Warsaw, and when told that 
tie could not survive, he requested 
them to bury him on the knoll, 
where he, being very religious, had 
been'accustomed to pay his devotions 
to the Deity in the evenings. 
The 


body of Hamilton was hauled to the 
grave in an old-fashioned wagon, the 
members of the family riding with 
the body, and interred as requested. 
The land on which the grave was dug- 
was then owned by Hamilton, 
h« 


having bought a considerable tract 
on which to erect his mill. 


Numerous stories in regard to tha 


life and death of Hamilton have been 
told at Winona Lake and in Warsaw 
within the past few years, and now 
for the first time the story is told by 
a relative of the man, who is making 
arrangements for a suitable memorial 
over the grave of his cousin, Johu 
M. Hamilton.

passed by the last legislature is can 
stitutional except wherein it may 
conflict with the interstate commerce 


law. 
Smokers may import ugarettes 


from other states and smoke them 
but it is held unlawful to sell or give 
them away. Mr. Lowry is discharged 
The state will 
take an appeal 


order tn test the law. 


Judge Leathers lield that inasmuch, 


as Lowry had obtained his cigarettes 
in original packages from outside 
the state, he, therefore, engaged in 
interstate commerce, and was pro- 
tected by the 
interstate cocimerci 


clause of 
the federal constitution 


which, ho held, is a shield against 
j-rcsecuuon under tlie new anti-cigar- 
ette law so long' as the receiver o: 
the cigarettes does not permit them 
to pass from. Ms possession. 


GIST OF RULING. 


The effect of Judge Leathers' rul- 


ing-, which was 
on 
motion of Mr 


Lowry to quash the indictment, is to 
hold taat the new anti-cigarette']aw 
is constitutional; thtxt it is meant to 
apply to the smoker as well as the 
dealer, but 
that 
cigarettes are a 


commercial article, and the supreme 
court of the United States has held 
that the right of a citizen to carry 


interstate commerce is couferfec 


by 
the constitution 
of the United 


States, and cannot be controlled or 
limited by the state. The minute a 
nerson who has imported cigarettes 
from another state permits them to 
•oass 
from his 
possession, 
Judge 


Leathers holds, he becomes amen- 
able to the anti-cigarette law, in that 
the cigarettes cease to "be an article 
of interstate commerce. 
Tha effect 


of this, Judge Leathers believes, will 
place a heavy burden on the state in 
the enforcement of the new law as 
against possession of cigarettes. In 
e&ch ease of prosecution the state 
would have to prove that the cigar- 
ettes were obtained within the state. 


SMOKING NOT UNLAWFUL. 


In brief, the decision is that a per- 


son lawfully 
obtaining 
cigarettes 


from outside the state may possess 
them and smoke them in safety, so 
long as he does not give them away 
or sell them. 


Judge Leathers cited the case of 


th e supreme 
court of 
Tennessee, 


which held the opinion that cigar- 
ettes ,are not legitimate articles of 
commerce, but on appeal to the su- 
preme court of the United States, the 
court held that cigarettes are one of 
the numerous manufactures of to- 
bacco and congress has recognized 
tobacco in its 
various 
forms as a 


legitimate article of commerce. "All 
of 
the 
justices 
of 
the 
supreme 


court," Judge 
Leathers said, "as- 


sented to tlie proposition, that the 
importer of cigarettes was protected 
by the commerce clause of the fed- 
eral constitution in the sale of cigar- 
ettes in, their 
unbroken, original 


packages." 


It is prooable that the case will get 


to the supreme court.

LADYBIRD ON THE DEATH HUNT 


Wonderful Results of the Use of This 
insect in Destroying San Jose Scale 


(H. A- Crafts.) 


The fruit growers of America have 


a strong: ally in the little striped 
ladybird ;a 
their ceaseless fight 


against the San Jose Scale, and they 
owe much to Mr. Alexander Craw, 
the California entomologist, for he 
is the man who discovered the lady- 
bird. 
His theory was that every 


species of animal life has its natural 
enemy. 
Were it not so, life would 


increase to such an extent that it 
•would overwhelm the earth. 
He 


also argued that where a certain spe- 
cies appeared i» abnormal numbers 
the natural enemy of tne 
species 


must necessarily be absent, thus per- 
mitting the insects to increase with- 
out hindrance. 
The natural cure 


for tne pest was to introduce the 
Insect's parasite, en-courage its in- 
crease, and then give it free access 
to its prey, thus, as Mr. Craw put it, 
"restoring the balance of nature." 


After California had 
spent mil- 


lions trying to find some remedy for 
the scale that threatened her great 
fntit crop, Prof. Craw's theory was 
supported, and Prof. Albert Koebel 
was the expert seat out to make 
search for and procure for the use 
of the California fruit growers such 


in California, 
This investigation 


proved that they had ail been intro- 
duced from foreign, countries. 
In 


accordance with the orlglnad idea, 
search was made for the natural 
homes of these pests; for it was con- 
sidered a logical conclusion that if 
the natural home of one of these pests 
could be found, there, also would be 
found its parasite. 
To accomplish 


this, it WAS necessary to trace the 
history of the pest 'back from Cali- 
fornia to the country from which 
it was introduced. 
An .exhaustive 


si-amlnatiom was made of all procur- 
able entomological works, sted then 
the searcher started out to hunt down 
his game. 
His mission was world- 


wide, but despite the magnitude of 
his field of research, and the fact 
that at times he-followed false scents, 
the pest was at last run down. 


In- the natural home of the pest 


the work assumed unusual complica- 
tions. 
Being kept in check by its 


parasite, the people of the country 
were not aware that it was a pest, 
and consequently the searcher was 
thrown largely upon his 
own re- 


sources. 
He actually had to camp 


oi* the trail of the pest, and make a

beneficial insects as could be found 
in any part of the world. 


The first important discovery made 


by Prof. Koe'tel was the finding of 
the parasite of the cottony cushion* 
ecale, which at one time threatened 
to destroy the orange and rrther cit- 
rus fruit in California. 
He made 


the discovery in. Australia, where he 
found a small grub feeding upon the 
scale- 
Ho procured the grub, raised 


it to maturity, and found that it de- 
veloped into a small bronze-Twinged 
bug known as a ladybird, and sent 


• it on to Mr. Craw. 
But in the mean- 


' time he made another discovery, and 


that was that the ladybird also had 
its parasite, which was designated 
a second parasite. 
In order to 


cleanse the colony of ladybirds, it 
was propagated in close confinement 
and the secondary parasites killed. 
This was dons by building- glass 
houses over two orange trees in an 
orchard. 


It was 
found 
that, when once 


freed from its parasite, the ladybird 
increased at an enormous rate—in 
fact, a single female would lay two 


. hundred ar.d fifty eggs every forty- 


. two days the year through, so that 


the increase of a single -pair in one 
year would run 
up into millions.

Having1 discovered the pest and 


parasite in their native haunts, the 
next tiling to do was to secure the 
parasite, freed from any secondary 
parasite, and get it in shape for 
transmission, to California. 
It was 


necessary to time the hatching period 
with the departure and arrival of 
steamships. 
The next thing was 


to procure n live plant infested with 
the pest. 
The plaji't was generally 


placed" in a glass case, so as to keep 
the parasite from, it until it had be- 
come thoroughly infested. 
As soon 


as dates for sailing were determined, 
the plant was taken out of its glass 
case, and the parasite allowed to get 
at it 
As soon as the parasite finds 


the scale it proceeds to lay its eggs; 
then it is hustled off to the steamer, 
and placed 
in cold 
storage. 
If 


everything has been timed rightly, 
the eg-gs of the parasites will hatch 
during transit, and the insect will 
have gone through its various stages 
of development. 


In the meantime all arrangements 


lor the reception of the parasitic 
family have been made at San Fran- 
cisco, and if 
all goes well on the 


voyage the infects will begin to issue

The devices employed in the propa- 
ation 
of beneficial insects vary 


somewhat; in their design, "being cal- 
culated to suit the different ones 
treated. For instance, some of them 
are in the shape of minute flies that 
are hardly visible to the naked eye; 
others are in the shape of beetles 
commonly called ladybirds. 
Each 


pest has a ladybird or fly peculiar 
to itself, which lives "upon that pest, 
and absolutely nothing else. 
They 


cannot even be starved into feeding 
upon anything else, their digestive 
organs being so constituted as to pre- 
vent their subsistence upon vege- 
table matter. 


This matter of exterminating in- 


sect pests is now so thoroughly un- 
derstood by the fruit growers of Cal- 
ifornia, and so much confidence is re- 
posed in the manner of treatment, 
that no sooner does an orchardist 
discover a new pest upon his trees 
than he forwards samples of it at 
once to the horticultural commission- 
er in San Francisco, in order that the 
subject may be studied and a remedy 
found in soms parasite. The pest is 
then identified by experts, and its 
proper parasite sought for. 


The propagation and distribution 


of beneficial insects has become quite 
an art in California, In order to cap- 
ture the reared insects for shipment, 
the breeding case is darkened all 
iimind the outside, leaving- the light 
at the top only. Then a Hd is placed 
on the top of the case, the lid having 
been 
perforated 
and glass tubes 


Dlaced in the holes. The light en- 
;ers the tubes, and the insect natur- 
ally crawls toward the light, and 
soon finds itself within the tubes. As 
soon as each tube contains its quota 
•f parasites it is taken out and. re- 
placed with an empty one, and this 
prccess is continued until the breed- 
ing case has been depopulated. 


The insects are then sent out to the 


fnilt growers in infested 
districts 


through the mails. In the bottom of 
each tube is packed a little damp 
moss of the variety 
that does not 


turn sour. The open end ofvthe tube 
s closed with cotton, which confines 
the insects, and at the same time ad- 
mits sufficient air for the creatures 
to breathe. 


This arrangement is then placed in 
i mailing tube, open at both ends. 
In the lower end of the tube a cork' 
s placed, and the glass tube contftin- 
ng the insects is placed in tho mail- 
ng tune and against the cork. In 
~he other end of the mailing tube an- 
ither cork is placed, but the cork is 
so cut as to have an opening for the 
admission of air. 


They are then sent out by letter 


postage, the stamps being placed or. 
the tube, and over the cork, so that 
ITI cancelling the stamp at tho post- 
office the blow falls upon the csrk 
and does not endanger the glass. A 
card of instructions is sent with each 
crlony.

How fast the draught horse can 


j walk is even more important to the 


farmer than how fast the roadster 
can trot. We have all seen horses 
which would make good time if kept 
trotting; but the moment they relax 
Into a walking gait they seem to ape 
the snail's pace. 


This seems like a small matter. 


But just figure up the number of 
miles traveled every day with plow, 
harrow, or mowing machine. Most 
of the work done on the farm is at 
the walking gait. 
The horse that 


wants to trot in the plow, generally 
winds up with a good square balk. 
The fast walker will do much more 
work than the slow one, and that 
with the minimum loss in energy. 


SOIL MAT CABBY DISEASE. 


Danger in Transferring 
Bacteria- 


Laden Dirt from One Field 


to Another. 


(A. F. Woods, Burea Plant Industry, 


TJ. S. Dept. Agric-ilture.) 


Satisfactory inoculations have been 


obtained by transferring soil 'from 
old fields on which the legume has 
been grown, but 
experience has 


shown that there are dangers inci- 
dent to such methods of soil transfer 
which it is wise to avoid. 


The source of supply of such soil 


should be very definitely known, and 
in no case should soil be used from 
fields which have previously borne 
any crops affected with a fungous 
disease, a bacterial disease, or wittt 
nematoids. 
Where a rotation of 


crops is practiced, it is often difiicult 
to make sura of this factor, so that 
the method of soil transfer is, un- 
der average circumstances, open to 
suspicion, if not to positive objec- 
tion. Numerous animal and plant 
parasites live in the soil for years, 
and are already established in so 
many localities that it is manifestly 
unwise to ship soil indiscriminately 
from one portion of the country to 
another. 


The bacterial disease of the toma- 


to, potato, and egg-plant, and the 
clubroot, brown-rot, and wilt disease 
of the cabbage, all more or less wide- 
ly distributed, are readily transmit- 
ted in the soil; while In the South 
and West there are the wilt disease 
of cotton, melons, sweet 
potatoes, 


lowpeas, 
and flax, and 
various 


nematoid 
and 
root-rot 
diseases 


which might 
easily 
become a 


serious menace over areas much 
larger than they now occupy if de- 
liberately spread by the careless use 
of soil for inoculation 
purposes. 


There is also a disease of alfalfa, the 
leaf spot," which is causing damage 
in some regions. These are only a 
fern- of many diseases liable to be 
transmitted in soils. 
The farmer 


should therefore be on. his 
guard. 


The danger from such sources is by 
no means imaginary. The Depart- 
ment of Agriculture has had specific 
cases of such accidental distribution 
reported, and if the business of sell- 
ing soil for inoculation 
is made to 


flourish by farmers purchasing with- 
out question "alfalfa soil," "cowpea 
soil," etc., there, is every reason to 
believe that experience will demon- 
strate the folly,of 
such haphazard, 


methods. 


Of scarcely less importance is the 


danger of disseminating1 noxious 
weeds and inssct pests through this 
plan of inoculation by means of soils. 
Even though weeds may not have 
been serious in the first field, the 
great numbers of dormant seeds re- 
quiring but a slight change in sur- 
roundings to produce germination are 
always a menace. 
The enormous 


damage to crops caused by introduced 
insects c.nd weeds should convey a 
warning and lead to cautioi. It is 
not the part of good judgment to 
view the risk as a slight one, justi- 
fied by the end in view. 


A WORD FOB THE SHORTHOBN. 


The Wisconsin Experiment 
Sta- 


tion reports the Shorthorn well up in 
a test with three of the strictly dairy 
breeds. The results in one year from 
five cows of each breed tested were: 
$41.94 made on each of tbe Jerseys; 
$57.10 on each Holstein; $42.14 on 
each Guernsey; and $49.50 on each 
Shorthorn. 
A Bed-polled cow, the 


only one out of this breed, 
stood 


highest in amount of butter fat, and 
of profit 


It is popularly supposed that for 


dairy purposes the Jersey and Guern- 
sey largely out-distance the Short- 
horn, though its superiority for beef 
Is never questioned. Several of the 
great world contests have shown 
figures controverting the notion; yet 
it is hard to uproot well established 
opinions. 
The "dual purpose" cow 


has been proved no longer a myth. 
She is embodied in the Shorthorn. .

HOW TO CUBE GAPES. 


This disease is too well known to 


need description, too fatal in results 
to be winked at. It is due to the 
presence of a small worm in the 
windpipe which may multiply until 
•fifteen or twenty are lodged in the 
throat of the victim, eventually pro- 
ducing 
inflammation, 
suffocation 


and, unless relieved, death. 


They breed in the trachaes, the em- 


bryo is coughed up and if again 
swallowed by the same or another 
bird it passes into the stomach, air 
sacs, lungs, and trachea, repeating 
its work. 


There are two theories regarding 


its life history; some claim that it is 
coughed up and gets into the food, 
directly passing from fowl to fowl. 
Another theory is that they pass into 
the earth, thence to earthworms end 
.finally through them to birds. Com- 
mon aense and observation, indicate 
that they are disseminated by both 
methods. 


Watch for the premonitory sneeze 


and use vigorous means for 
their 


destruction. 
Those skilled in tho 


process can remove them with a 
dextrous turn of a feather or loop of 
horsehair. 
But 
the 
faint-hearted 


novice may but tenfold increase the 
suffering- 
without 
removing the 


cause. 


A popular remedy is to shut the 


affected fowls up in a tight box with 
quick lime. The dust from the lime 
induces sneezing which dislodges the 
•worms. 
The writer has had good 


success with kerosene in the food 
,nd camphor in the drinking water. 
Put in just enough to give it a slight 
odor. 
If too strong they will not 


touch'the food. If this does not avail 
Dirt a little camphor, kerosene or tur- 
pentine down the throat with a 
feather or medicine dropper. 
Con- 


tinue tike dose at every feeding time 
until a cure is effected. 


There is a popular notion, that in- 


cubator chicks arc immune from 
gapes. This as true only as they are 
kept usually on board floors until 
the gape stage is passed. Given free 
range on ground variously occupied 
by gaping chicks, and they will in- 
variably contract the disease. 
Just 


tow long the worms will live in the 
soil has never been determined, cer- 
tainly two or three years at least. 


Cold, wet weather favors gapes. 


Watch the flock closely at this sea- 
son and strive to keep them in the 
best condition to throw off the dis- 
ease by guarding the general health. 


CARE OF SPRING LAMBS. 


Early lambs need special care. 


Much attention should be given to 
feeding. The ewe's supply of milk 
soon ceasec to satisfy tne cravings of 
their growing appetites and they 
early learn to eat both hay and grain. 
Lambs shoujd have a run of their 
own, to which the sheep have no ac- 
cess. Here the lambs may profitably 
he fed a little clover hay and ground 
oats, or, what would be better still, 
oatmeal. 
As the grass begins to 


grow great care should be exercised 
In not making too rapid a change 
from the dry to the succulent food, as 
at that time sheep are very suscept- 
ible to scours. 
The male lambs 


should be castrated before they are 
three weeks old, if the conditions of 
the weather are favorable, as less 
danger attends the operation at this 
age than at any other time. 
This 


is most easily done by snipping off 
the lower end of the scrotum, when 
the testicles protrude and can be 
taken away with little or no trouble. 


All lambs should be docked, tbe 


earlier the better. This operation is 
very simple and can be performed 
by almost any one. A convenient 
device is a block of hard 
wood, 


about 1 foot high. Lay the lamb's 
tall on the block and draw the skin 
on the tail toward the rump. Part 
the wool about 2 inches from the 
rump and with a sharp chisel and 
mallet the operation is quickly per- 
formed. The skin which was drawn 
up will now close down over the 
wound and a

WAOX3H THE YOUNG TUBKEYS. 


If they are allowed free rangp with 


tho mother turkey they will thrive 
best at least ccst. Yet even with the 
best of mothers they require careful 
attention for the first few weeks, be- 
ing at this age more tender than 
chicks. After that, they are 
more, 


hardy and may be counted as almost 
half-raised, barring accidents. 


There is no better food than bread 


crumts for the first few days. Then 
vary the ration with curd. This is 
easily made by setting a pan of thick 
milk on the stove and letting it 
scald, and is a cheap and nutritious 
food for both chicks and poults. Sup- 
ply plenty of water and grit and en- 
courage the fl(»ck to seek the bugs in 
the field through the day. Not only 
will they thrive better through the 
semi-wild life which is a part of 
their nature, but they will find more 
abundant insect and seed diet, find 
will escape the terrors of gapes by 
picking over ground on which chicks 
Infested with this disease have per- 
hapa run for successive seasons. 


Feed well night and morning to in- 


duce them to Toost at home. This is 
essential for two reasons; Chey are 
less liable to become the prey of wild 
animals, and also less likely to ex- 
tend their roaming 
and encroach 


upon neighbors. Rambling turkeys 
sometimes become a menace in the 
neighborhood, and not infrequently 
the habit results in disastrous loss 
of .birds to the owner. Feed a little 
grain, (wheat is good), every night, 


feed and shelter that to a large de- 
gree they must have to do their best 
The Cheviots are excellent shearers, 
and of a kind of wool that is now 
much in demand. 
,». 


The same rules as is management' 


of Cheviots will apply to all mutton 
breeds. First, don't tura out too 
soon in the spring; or, if they have 
an early run, where they can get 
green grass—frozen grass or stubble 
ID always an injury. 
Keep up the 


feed of good fodder and some grain, 
until the grass gets its full strength. 
Better to shear before the .sheep go 
out at all, if they can be well housed 
for a time immediately after the 
fleece is taken off. They will be 
less likely to take cold than if It is 
done after they have suffered the ex- 
treme heat of their fleeces, and then 
are left to lie out in the damp. 


There will then be lesi loss of wool 


from its coming off and getting dirty. 
After shearing dip sheep and lambs 
in any of the carbolic petroleum dips. 
If the pasture is scanty a, field of 
Dwarf Essex rape to which they can 
run will help very materially. Shel- 
ter from the cold fall rains in dry 
well-ventilated stables. Feed good 
wholesome fodder, clover hay pre- 
ferred. 


Supplement with enough protein 


feed—grain if necessary—to keep 
them in good condition. Feed plenty 
of roots, «• silage. Let them have 
access at all times to good clean 
water. These are the essentials, but 
success will only come -with sheep, as

CUBING COW PEA HAY. 


W. B. Perkins tells how they cure 


this crop in Mississippi. It is cut 
when the pods begin to ripen and the 
foliage to change. A mowing ma- 
chine blade is 
run 
close to tha 


ground; or, if the peas are in rows, 
they may be cut with a sharp hoe. 


If the weather is good, as is usual- 


ly the case in August and September, 
the vines are raked up the same. or 
following day into cocks of conven- 
ient size for two men to handle when 
cured. They are left in cocks four or 
five days, being turned once or twice 
during the time, and are then placed 
in. barn or stack. 


If stacked, use a good covering' of 


grass hay. 
The stack should have 


the sides built straight up to prevent 
water spoiling outside hay. 


Cocking improves because it is 


cured by the circulation of air, and 
not direct sunshine. Any hay is bet- 
ter cured in the shade. 


If it is rainy several days clo not 


rake or touch the hay until dry and 
ready to store.

The founda- 
tions baa to be excavated out of solid 
rock. True. But the ants often build 
their hives by excavating the solid 
rock. The walls of Canterbury cathe- 
dral must. b.e absolutely straight True. 
But no mason's plumb line ever erected 
stralghter walls than the walls of an 
nnt hill's chambers. The rooms of the 
Vatican must be arranged in orderly 
fashion. All the chambers of an ant 
hill open into long corridors. Each 
room bag its connecting hallways. A 
weir regulated cathedral must have its 
proper system of drainage. Tho ant 
hive is so built that it will shed, all wa- 
ter. 
No- rainstorm can deluge, its cel- 


lars: No water overflowing the river 
bank can destroy Its foundations. The 
ancient Eomans always built their 
cities upon the hilltops for protection. 
Tho ants build their hives on high 
places, where storm and water cannot 
submerge them.

The human being who 
does not work witti intelligent fore- 
thought is a useless and a dangerous 
worker. Fire and steam are alike po- 
tent but the harm caused by Impris- 
oned fire may be greater than the good 
that Is done by harnessed steam. "Will- 
ingness to labor will not weave tojeth- 


carpet unless Intelligence has 


manufactured a loom and a shuttle. 
The Intelligence of the ant Is startling- 
ry significant it is aa worthy of imita- 
tion aa is her persevering energy. 
Snowshoes are useless in Florida. Cal- 
ico dresses are an absurdity In the 
arctic1. A ship's keel laid In th«, center 
of the western prairies had better bo 
split up Into kindlings. A tetoeeop* Is 
utterly valueless except for the power 
of tho brain which adapts the lens to 
the astronomer's eye. Be wise, be wise! 
Consider the ant's ways and be Tory 
wise. 


Intelligent and wise architect* are 


they. Yes. But study, the ante «a sol- 
diers and submissive members of their 
great co-operative social organisations. 
In n factory ihe cogs lit into each oth- 
er. Because of this perfect fitting the 
grear lea t bor bauds move round and 
the spindles fly, tlie elevators lift and 
tho walking bojnjs rise and fall, tbe 
hammers strike nud the wheat Is 
ground and the .wood is cut, and the 
shoe and tho as and tbe saw and the 
chair and the stove are offered for sale 
by the city merchantmen. Because of 
this same kind of perfect fitting o.f ono 
man's cogs into the cogs of other men 
a great multitude of human beings he- 
comes a united creature of life called 
an army.

less? When u stream of gold began to 
flow through your count ing room;

The ants Gf Nica 
ragna always march in poalansas o 
from four, to sis yarda square^ When 
these, great armies of invasion «; mi 
gration. cease their marching' antl go t 
building houses they dlsbauO- at*, quiet 
ly and work at the vocations: of peac« 
as zealously as aid the soldiers of thi 
late civil war when they disbanded 
after tho famous Washington review 
When these ants are living at the home 
hive each individual member of the an 
community seems to ha.ve her appoint 
ed place. Some ants aie detailed, to 
work upon the roof;; some go foraging 
while- others take caro of the ditches 
some hunt food, while o.thers stay a 
home and clean the eggs. Each ant Is 
a small atom, but each ant is part of a 
great airmy or community, which moveb 
and works in concert. And because 
these ants do work and march in con 
cei't tlioy can devastate whole forests 
They can make the lions and- the ele 
phantlne monsters turn and flee foi 
their lives; they can build tqwns and 
cities; they cuu be the- uncrowned 
kings of th& fields. Every living crea- 
ture stands in fear and- dread of them. 


Values of Co-operation. 


Every industrious human life that is 


successful 
always co-operates with 


other lives. 
Every ideal human or- 


ganization on a large scale must be a 
perfect human ant hive. Everywhere 
human, talent should be specialised. 
What especial niche are you going 
to fill in the great human beehive! 
When I go and closely examine. tUe 
wonderful mosaic floors and walls 
and ceilings of the Alhambra. of the 
old Spanish Moors I do not find these 
individual stones very valuable in 
themselves. 
Many of them are only 


common pebbles that we might spurn 
with our feet iu the street gutter. But 
when these common pebbles, as in- 
dividuals, are cut and polished and 
placed side by side in contrast with 
other stones they form the beautiful 
mosaics of tho Alhambra, which are 
one of the marvels of this century. 
YQU as an individual may not amount 
to much, but if cut and polished and 
fitted Into the right niche for which 
you were intended by God you can. be; 
come" part of the perfect walla, of the 
Temple Beautiful. Like the ant 
yon be a worker, living under au- 
thority? 
Will you be a co-operative 


worker? Will you serve tbe commu- 
nity in which you Hvo by doing the 
work for which you are especially fit- 
ted by brnta and body, as faithfully 
and willingly and wisely as the single 
ant performs her allotted task In a 
great busy home hive? 


The ant teaches man more than, lea- 


Bpns of activity and wisdom and cq- 
operatlon. Some wen may ba active 
and worldly wise and yet Lave a heart 
as. dead to all kindness and love as Is a 
stone. The ant Is essentially- a epfrit- 
ual as well as a temporal teacher. She 
teaches, man the laws of love, and mer- 
cy and .gentleness. Sho taaches these 
spiritual lessons more powerfully; I be- 
lieve, than any insect or reptllo found 
In the studies of. tbe biologists. Some 
years ago. to prove whether ants knew 
each other and cared for their own, a 
naturalist took two bottles and covered 
their mouths with muslin. In one of 
these bottles he placed two strange 
ants. 
In the second he placed two 


friendly ants. 
Then the naturalist 


placed these two bottles in front of the 
entrance of an aut hive. At once tbe 
anta swarmed forth by the hundreds. 
With their maudlbles they tried to 
sreak through the muslin covering of 
he strange ants and destroy them, but 
for their friends they hod not a stroke 
nor a blow.

but if they find one of their own kind 
wounded qr in trouble or blinded or 
crippled, then will the ants of some 
Bped.es. though perhaps not of all, ten- 
derly caro for that clck sister ant, as 
hough It were a blessing so to • do. 
Mpplo an ant in a country road, and 
icr sisters will find hor and tenderly 
carry her back to the hive and protect 
ipr there until she dies. They will cure 
for her as tenderly ns the good physi- 
cian cares for the sick soul. They will 
never leave her, nor let her hunger nor 
reeze with tho cold If they can help 
ter. 0 man. is coo of the mlosJom of 
your'life to look alter th« utUt and tha i 


hi midair from a hook in the center of 
the ceiling.

Berlin, a regularly installed horse 
slaughter house^ which Is under care- 
!ul police supervision, with a veter- 
nary surgeon in attendance to see that 
no qnimal is killed the 'flesh of which 
would be, by reason of disease or other 
cause, unfit for human food. 


In 1S95 the whole number*, of horses 


killed In Berlin for meat was 7.2G7. In 
1900 the number had increased to 10,- 
S15 and in 1004 to about 13,000. Esti- 
mating that an average sized horse ' 
vill yield 230 pounds of edible flesh, i 
there was dcrlvod from this source last! 
•ear about 3.090.000 pounds of meat,
